Much of this Is due to 
th'e unnatural del«y of orders-for the 
winter, which resulted from •-long .pro-, 
longed uncertainty.-but it: means actual 
Increase In cnrnlnga and purchasing po'w- 
er of the millions, and so gives promise 
of a larger.M.omond in the future. Prices 
Of farm products in the 'aggregate do not 
Improve, but tho prevailing hopefulness 
Is felt in somewhat larger transactions. 


A little premium on gold for the first 
time since "1S7S naturally excites some 
comment, even' though It is only 
tha 


smallest fractions and apparently dud 
to 'temporary cruises.' Lrndeniably It re- 
tlects a disposition to hold gold, .which 
answers to the desslre of the Government 
to get gold without 'redeeming Its .notes. 
About fi,200.000 has been, drawn from the 
treasury by redemption of: notes, nnd 
it Is supposted that 'much more will- be 
.withdrawn., perhaps after the award of 
bonds HO that the first payment may not 
raise ihe gold rvserve higher than It was 
a week ago. The upward tendency of 
sterling exchange points the same way; 
the admitted need of borrowing'does, not 
Increase confidence. But after, the treas- 
ury reserve has been replenished.greater 
confidence may 
follow. .It Is expected
